I am proud i d the courteous and gentlemanly conduct of the employees, ihe 
attention paid to their duties, and the strict enforcement of the rules and regulations 
of Ihe institution. T am pleased to state that no complaints have been made either 
hy visiiors or prisoners of mry misconduct or discourtesy on the part of any of the 
present force of employees, 

The religious wants of all the prisoners have been faithfully attended lo by 
the Chaplains of the orison.
